ENTIRE COST PLACED 


AT ABOUT $6,000,000 


Wisconsin Stono Is Too High-Details 


of Kate Plans-General Resume 


ol Bills Passed and Pend- 


ing in Legislature. 


jVlADISON, Win., Feb. 2S.—Wisconsin's 


new capitol is to be of white marble or 
granite and its cost is to be about $6,- 
000,000. These two things were decided 
at conferences of the capitol commission 
.und members of the legislature yester- 
day. The joint committee on claims of 
the legislature at a meeting last night 
decided to approve the proposition and 
will favorably' recommend a bill to that 
effect when it gets an opportunity. The 
joint committee on eupltol approved the 
proposition during the afternoon. 


The plan is to leave the choice of mar- 


ble or granite to the cnpitol Commission, 
tho selection to depend on the character 
and cost of the material. 'If marble is 
used it will be the famous White Chero- 
kee marble of Georgia; if gVanite, it. will 
be tho equally famous White Bcth6l of 
Vermont, Woodbui-y of Vermont,' or Jay 
of Maine. The sub-structure from the 
ground up to the plant or water table, 
tho steps, porticoes, and terrace walls 
will probably be of Amberg gray granite 
from the Amberg quarries near Mari- 
netto, Wis. 


FOR SEPARATE HEAT PLANT. 
A bill will be introduced by the capi- 


tol ocmniittcc ill the legislature today 
providing that the new capitol shall be 
constructed 'of marble or granite, or- 
both, and that a plant for supplying the 
capitol withjjght, heat, power and 
water shall be erected at some place out- 
side the..capitol grounds. 
A fire-proof 


storage .building is to he erected in con- 
^ ' 
plant. 


COST AT LEAST $5,000,000. 


" 'Accompanying the bill will be a report 
by the capitol committee giving an ac- 
count of the work so far done and the 
conditions now confronting it regarding 
the selection of material for the 
ne.w 


building. There will also be a report by 
Architect ?\>st; 


According1 to these figures the cost of 


the building, if marble is used, will be 
about $6,000,000, if granite, about $5,- 
600,000, if Bedford stone, 'about 85,000,- 
000. 


The cnpitol'commission hnd a long 


conference with, W. A, Amberg of Chi- 
cago, president of tho Araberg Granite 
company which h.a$ its quarries at Am- 
berg, Carinettc county. 
Mr. Amberg 


was the only person to submit a bid for 
supplying Wisconsin granite for the new 
capitol, and his bid was ~~> cents a cubic 
foot for the rough granite on board the 
cars at Amberg, a propositicn that tho 
committee could not accept because of 
the high prices. 


The Chicago, Milwaukee Si St. I'aul, 


th» Chicago & North-Western, the Chi- 
cago, .Minneapolis and Omaha, and the 
Wisconsin Central railway companies 
will adopt the recommendations made in 
the report of the Wisconsin railway rate 
commission and will place on sale at all 
ticket offices, as soon as the details of 
the plan can be worked out, tiOO mile 
books for $10, subject to use by any 
member oi a family. 


This declaration was made yesterday 


by several representatives of the various 
roads. The officials and representatives 
of the railway companies were at the 
eapitol in order to appear before legis- 
lative committees. 


It is believed that this action by the 


leading roads of the state will lead to 
the adoption of the same rule by all 
other companies operating in Wisconsin 
and thus result 
in 
what practically 


amounts to a 2-cent fare, the only limi- 
tation being that mileage to the extent 
of $10 must be purchased, in order to 
entitle the holder or his family to a 2- 
cent per mile rate instead of a :;-ccnt per 
aiilc as now exists.

DEMOCRATS FAIL TO AGREE. 


The entire Democratic delegation was 


in caucus last night considering for three 
hours whether or not It should take an 
active stand in favor of 2 cent fare legis- 
lation. Speeches were made by practi- 
cally every member of the 
delegation 


and the report of the rate commission 
was discussed pro and con in an effort 
to find p. basis upon which the Democra- 
tic minority could attack the findings. 
At times, the argument was heated, 
some of the members believing that good 
results could be-obtained by taking a 
stand firmly for the 2 cent fare and en- 
deavoring to put all members of the leg- 
islature on record for or against 
the 


proposition. 
Tlie i|iicstion, after being 


fully dfbsted for the better part 
of 1 


three hours, was put .over for further 
consideration at a caucus to be called 
for two weeks from tonight. 


REAL WORK COMMENCES. . 


There was real activity in the commit- 


tee, rooms yesterday afternoon, indicat- 
ing a. determination on the part of the 
members to get down to real work. 


The assembly transportation commit- 


tee • attended to a few bills and Chair- 
man Le Roy had all his members pres- 
ent to listen to the arguments presented 
by the representatives of the ^va.vious 
roads doing business in Wisconsin. 
It 


was the first time that some of tho as- 
semblymen, have had an opportunity of 
being brought in close contact with the 
corporation representatives, 
who 
one. 


and all have been morp careful to ob- 
serve the lobby law than are some of 
the representatives of interests quite a? 
special. The committee r<5Si» was crowd- 
ed with members generally to listen to 
what was said and to judge of the qual- 
ity of the men who said it. 


Senator Pearson last night from the 


committee f/n engrossed bills introduced 
u bill of sweeping- effect upon persons en- 
gaged in the liquor business. Senator- 
Pearson in his measure proposes to do 
away with the "blinS pig" nuisance so 
that possession of a government license 
to sell liquors shall 
constitute prima 


facie evidence in any court 
that 
the 


holder is engaged in the liquor business, 
either in selling it or disposing of it 
with intent to evade local laws. 


MONUMENT APPROPRIATION. 
The Bancroft bill, appropriating .$1,000 


to defray the expenses of dedicating the 
Wisconsin sold.iers' monument at Ander- 
sonville, created so'nic discussion. 
The 


committee on claims recommended that 
the-nppi'opriation-be reduced to $300, as 
there was S200 from the appropriation 
•made !for Clio monument and $300 from 
-that made for. the. Khiloh monument 
available1 for the1 dedication of the ne\v 
monument. 
Assemblyman 
Bancroft 


thought that the unexpended balances 
of these appropriations were not avail- 
able for the dedication of the monument, 
and he believed the appropriation should 
remain ns provided in the bill. Assem- 
blyman Ainsworth of Waukesha, chair- 
man of the committee on claims, said 
that his committee was unanimously of 
tho opinion that the commission should 
have $1.000 for providing for a suitable 
dedication of'the- monument, 
but

thuirlit that there was $500 available 
from the sources mentioned. The discus-, 
sion llnnlly ended1 with a reference of the 
bill to the committee on claims, the mo- 
tion being made b.v Assemblyman Esta- 
brook of Milwaukee. 


FOUR BILLS ARE PASSED. 


Four bills were passed by the assem- 


bly, one going through under suspension 
of the rules. 


The last one relates to the blue book. 


It provides for the creation of a joint 
committee of two senators and 
three 


assebmlymen to .determine what matter 
shall be printed in the blue'book', the 
official annual of the state, issued1 every 
two years. - The'bill limits ^ttic book to 
800 pages, including the index: The last 
blue book contained l,r"5 pages. 
It it 


believed that\a lot of comparatively un- 
important matter can be omitted from 
the book.

FIGHT ON CIVIL SERVICE. 


Civil service is going to be a strong 


fighting issue before this legislature. Al- 
though there is no measure before tho 
legislature for the repeal^of the civil ser- 
vice law, the bill which has been intro- 
duced 
for the exemption of the 
chief 


clerk in tlie office of Secretary of State 
Frear has brought up the discussion to a 
point where the opponents of the civil 
service are showing -their hands and a 
committee'bill of the senate state affairs 
committee doing away with civil servicw 
altogether is a possibility before the: ses- 
sion is over. In a good many ways. Sec- 
retary of Slate Krear has the best of the" 
argument as regards the chief clerk in 
his office. ,This man must be the trusted 
representative of the secretary of state 
in the auditing of the state accounts, 
and as the secretary of state, is responsi- 
ble on his bond for the faithful perform- 
ance of this work, it appeals 
pretty 


itrongly to the public mind that 
he 


should have something to nay as to the 
man that tills the office. On the other 
hand, .in opposition to this talk of doing 


ay with the slate civil service is tho 


Ekcni resolution providing i'or an amend- 
ment 
to the constitution which shall 


make state uivihservice a constitutional 
demand and therefore put the civil ser- 
vice question beyond the power of the 
legislature to change. 


Mr. Kke.rn is going to push his amend- 


ment and will make a hard- light to se- 
cure its passage by the legislature. With 
these two extreme views on civil service 
clashing, the subject.will attract all the 
attention which was 'predicted in the 
early part of the session, and before the 
session is ended may be one of the most 
prominent features for dt'liate upon the 
lloor.. If 
the I3kem resolution 
should 


get by two legislatures. tli» referendum 
to the jn-oplc whii'h wimhl follow before 
the resolution b;-camv a purl. <if tlir cuii- 
itiluUou would be oi iutcrcst, iu U»t 


its result- would show just how the pub- 
lic felt'on this question, and just how 
much interest the people of the state 
may take in the civil service issue. That 
the civil service law will be repealed by 
this legislature is not at .all likely, but 
the-talk of a possible bill on the subject 
shows that there is cnyiity to the prop- 
osition in,the legislature. 


' MINIMUM SCHOOL YEAR. 


In the assembly a very important, ed- 


ucational bill has been passed. 


The measure provides that the mini- 


mum school year, which must be main- 
tained in counties to draw state aid, shall 
be eight months. The minimum school 
year at the present time is seven months. 


From the address made by Assembly- 


man McGregor in favor of the bill it 
would seem that the wealthier counties 
in the southern part of the state are 
oven more derelict about 
maintaining 


their schools for a long school year than 
are the poorer counties in northern Wis- 
consin. 


DIVORCE LEGISLATION. 


Friday afternoon of this week the ju- 


diciary committees of the legislature will 
in joint session discuss the question of 
uniform divorce legislation. It will come 
before the committee in the shape of ar- 
guments over the Sr.nborn bill, which 
aims to modify the divorce laws of Wis- 
consin so that they will be in harmony 
with the divorce legislation proposed for 
all the states by the convention which 
discussed this subject recently. 


NOTAJIY PUBLICS AND PASSES. 
Notary publics throughout the state 


who could ride on railroad passes if they 
were not notary publics are.very strong- 
ly 
in favor of the O'Nci.l, bill, w.hich 


\v,o.uld permit notary publics to use pa: 
es. As a matter of fact, the bill is a 
useless measure, as it would not be con- 
stitutional if passed, as the state consti- 
tution of Wisconsin absolutely forbids 
any state officer using a pass and it has 
been decided that a notary public is a 
state officer. 


FOUND IT RATHER EXPENSIVE. 
In 'discussing his anti-tights bill the 


other day, Assemblyman Hughes declar- 
ed his intention to take the whole legis- 
lature to some theater where the stage 
performance will be of a kind to give a 
forceful illustration of the alleged evil 
which Jh".' -Hughes-' 'brll aims to stop. 
When he uame to figure out thu.t it would 
cost something like $4."9 to entertain the 
legislature at such a play, Mr. Hughes 
said that he guessed that was too expen- 
sive a form of lobbying for him to in-

The witness stated that in his exami-

To the east and west of 
this ridge there was no signs of such a 
ridge of sand. 
He was of the' opinion 


that the body had been carried headfirst 
as far as the point whore it was found 
and then had been turned around so 
that it crossed the road. That is to pay, 
that the body had been swayed from its 
course and the head had turned to the 
west whereas it was being pulled to the 
north by the machine previous to that 
time. 


QUESTION1 OK RKMDITY. 


Attorney Forest consumed considera- 


ble 'time, in cruestioning. the witness as 
to the probable time the death' of'the 
man had taken place. Tn place the/ time' 
ns'near as possible he questioned him as, 
regards the manner in which doctors'as- 
certained the time of death by the de- 
gree of rigidity. Dr. Andre admitted that 
the person Tfhosc body was found at 
that time could have been

monia Second. Heart Disease Third-^-Cancer, 


Though Seventh, Steadily Increasing. * 


The Bureau, of Census has just pub- 


lished its sixth annual Report on Mor- 
tality Statistics, which presents the fig- 
ures for the calendar year 1905, together 
with revised figures for the years 1901 
to 1904 inclusive. 


Out of only two-fifths of the popula- 


tion of the United States, more than 
half a million lives were offered up in 
1905 
as a sacrifice to disease. Startling 


-as this death rate way seem it was less 
than that for the preceding year, but 
was in excess of the number of deaths 
registered for any other year. 


The statistics presented in this report 


do not cover the entire country, but are 
restricted to what is termed the "regis- 
tration area;" that is, to states in which 
the laws requiring the registration of 
deaths have been accepted 
as giving 


practically complete mortality returns 
and to cities in nonregistration states in 
which satisfactory returns are required 
by the local authorities. 


The ten registration states were Con- 


necticut, Indiana, Maine, Massachusetts, 
Michigan, New Hampshire, New Jersey, 
"New York, Rhode Island, and Vermont. 
The population of the entire area in 1900 
was 30,765,618, representing 
40.5 
per 


cent of the total population of the con- 
tinental United States. 


Of this number, 19,960,742 persons or 


2|.3 per cent of the total population, 
were in registration states, and 10,804,- 
876 persons or 14.2 per cenb, were in 
registration s cities in nonregistration 
states. • -

Five additional states, California, Col- 


orado, - Maryland, 
Pennsylvania 
and 


South Carolina- have recently been added 
to the "registration area" and will here- 
after be included-in the-census'bureau's 
report on mortality statistics.' • . . • 


SMALLER AREA REPRESENTED.. 
It will be readily seen from an exami- 


nation of the map how inadequately'the 
total area is represented. With the ex- 
ceptions of Michigan and Indiana all of 
the registration states are in the East. 
None of the far Western states is rep- 
resented, no Southern state appears, and 
none from the Pacific slope. 
The few 


scattered cities through the extensive 
nonregistration area can not adequately 
represent the large unreported • popula- 
tions, and so the vital statistics con- 
tained in the present report do not cov- 
er the United States, but merely .a limit- 
ed geographic section.

States in 1003 is lower than that of Ire- 
lanM, Gernwny, or Italy, but higher than 
that, of England and Wales, Scotland, or 
the Netherlands. For these countries the 
rates were as follows:

15.3; Scot- 
land, 15.9; Ireland 17.1;' Germany, 19.S; 
and Italy, 21.7. 


CAUSES OF DEATH. 


The diseases which are apparently in- 


creasing are: Nephritis and Bright;s dis- 
ease, apoplexy, can«cr, diabetes, and ap- 
pendicitis. They are mostly those of a 
chronic character .and chiefly affect elder 
people. Appendicitis is an^cxceptipn to 
this statement, ^ but

crease in, this cause of death may result 
from the increasing accuracy of state- 
ment among physicians of the tendency

Diseases increasing are: Old age, bron- 


chitis, convulsions, peritonitis, and scar- 
let fever. As will be quickly noted, most 
of these causes of death are of an indefi- 
nite character, and they will gradually 
pass out of the classification.
